- Highway Travel Taking 


a Terrible Toll of Life 


The death-déaling ‘highway disast- 
near High 


unexpected, so-dnealled for and yet it 


happened—happened without warning, 


under conditions where nothing Mke 
it should have heen ipossible. 

A bus, full of happy passengers, left 
High River by ithe open highway and 


before it had traveled two miles north 
*two people were dead, two more were 


dying and several others ‘were bruised 
and injured. _ " 

It ran into a truck standing on 
ithe highway—not into the body of 
the truck—but into oil casing 
pipes projecting many feet to the 
rear. The pipés smashed their way 
through the side of the bus, killing 
and maiming the victims where 
they sat in tthe vehicle. 

This overwhelming accident stands 
in Alberta ag the heant-breaéking clim- 
ax of aseemingly endless procession of 
fatat and gerious happenings on the 
public highways. Indeed, on the same 
Sunday night on the same highway 
jthree mifles north of Oxotoks, two 
other mén suffered severe injuries 
when their roadster crashed into an- 
other standing truck. 

Such accidents are taking place with 
great frequency ‘throughout ‘the prov- 
ince, as ‘witness the killing of William 
Gray, of Calgary in (March last when 
his car skidded on a bridge on the 
Sunshine Trail, not far from High 
River, followed the next day at tthe 
same spot jy the deaths of J. J. 'Wil- 
son and Alex Yeats, Calgary pioneers. 

In May last, three womoen were 
drowned when their car overturn- 
ed in the ditch on the Strathmore 
highway, and a man and his 
daughter iwere killed at Peacock 
when-a train scrashed into the 
auto in which they were travel- 
ing. Near Mundare, in July, a mo- 
tor car collided with a grain truck 
kiMing one and injuring another. 
On a single day ‘Jast month, the list 

shows no fewer than five separate 
accidents at Red Deer, Galahad, Ver- 
ahd Stettler, causing ‘the 
deaths of three people and bal to 
eight others. 

The alarming feature is that these 
mentioned instances are no more than 
a few taken at random from a hastily 
prepared and wholly incomplete list. 
The ‘total number of such happenings, 
reported and uhreported through the 
press, is properly described. as ap- 
palling. Humanity requires that such 
a state of facts must in some way be 
stopiped, or at least searched very 
closely with a view to safer conditions 
and saner practices becoming estab- 
lished on public highways and streets, 

‘Consider for example,  transporta- 
tion over a railway, and envisage the 
responsiility placed on all individuals 
concerned ‘in the building of the right 
of way, the grades, the curves, tthe 
condition of equipment, the condition 
of maintenance, the observance of 
rules and regulations, etec., all design_ 
ated from fbeginning to end to trans- 
port people safely and comforably un- 
der jpain of heavy damages for failure 
at any stage, 

Then turn the mind on to the mod- 
ern vehicle which has made the high- 
way the counterpart, for its own pur_ 
poses, of the railway. ‘Tremendous 
efficiency, increasingly so, is in the 
motor-car, but it has weight, speed 
from 30 to 70 miles an hour, and a ter- 
ribie death-dealing potentiality, Does 
it not follow that the most comiplete 
steps should be taken, ais in the cage 
of railway transportation, to see that 
from the road-bed up to the conduct 
of the driver, every essential is en-suite 
so to speak? 

For example, unle’s human beings 
are ito wonfess themselves lunatics, 
how are they to reconcile the efficient, 
weighty, fast-moving motor vehicles 
with poorly designed, tortuous high _ 
ways, with wholly inadequate = sur- 
faces, with absurd cornerw and turns, 
with everything jwhich should not be, 
and not very much of what should be? 

Is H not incredible that with 
this kind of motor traffic actual- 
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ly in performance every. day and 
night on the highways any truck, 
vehicle or other obstacle should 
be allowed to remain there which 
is a deadly menace to tthe rest of 
the tradific, if not also to itself. 

Surely that is not credible. .and 

yet it is the order of the day, and 

more so of the night, 

Can any sane person think at one 
and the same time of the fast motor 
traffic peopling the highways as ‘it 
does, and of a vehicle being glldwed 
into the procession, carrying long pigs- 
es and other projections capable of 
devastating some part of the trafific 
unless at least the most complete 
safeguards are being used to protect 
that other traffic? 

‘Perhaps that is putting the matter 
too frankly if not (brutally, but alfter 
all, many human lives lie at the back 
of this. (Where doés the responsibil- 
ity rest, and is it not time that the 
issue must be forced much more gstren- 
uously than in the’ past? This is the 
year 1933 and (while all presumably 
are in favor of progress and the util- 
ization of modern tools and agencies, 
common sense does dictate that the 
proper measure of these must. be tak- 
en. ‘Conditions must tbe set up and 
rules must be made and_ enforced, 
which guarantee to the users of the 
highways safety at least and a max- 
imum 6f comfort. 

It ia one of the first and funda- 
mental duties of a democratic 
state, if not to guarantee, then at 
least to give very full assurance 
to the citizens that their lives and 
property will be protected. Yet 
such is the condition of affairs on 
the public highways of today, and 

-becoming more so, that people’s 

lives and property are not safe.

BEST BACON TYPES 
-BHOWN IN HOGS 
cmspnelppetie 

Recent Gwine Breeders Field Day at 
the Pxperimental Station here was 
most interesting to breeders and was 
well attended, 

Dr. R. D, Sinclair of the university 
gave a demonstration of the chief 
points in a geléot bacon type, using 
two of the farm hogs, and another 
picked up at a local stock yard by way 
of comparison. He emphasized the 
demand for @ Jean hog, and showed 
the things to be obtained in feeding 
after a “bacon type” had been secur, 
ed. 

The British market favored bacon 
from 29" to 81”. and Canadian farm- 
ers Who could ‘produce that kind would 
never lack a market. He explained 
also the high standard required for 
those who went in for advanced reg- 
istery boars and sows, ‘Where there 
was a scarcity of buttermilk or skim 
milk, good results were secured from 
the use of tankage and minerals as 
supplements he said, 

Harold EK. Wilson then showed by 
means of glides the results of experi- 
ments in feeding conducted over a 
period of years at the station. They 
had one of the best breeding boars in 
Canada, and F. H. Reed, the superin- 
tendent, pointed out that they held 
the record tfor the largest litter, 25. 
Experiments showed that buttermilk 
and grain was the cheapest as well 
ag the quickest wation. Tankage and 
minerals and grain came next. Mhree 
parts of barley and one of oats was 
the ‘best grain mixture. Yorkshires 
had proved to be the most prolific, 
and were best liked by packers. 

_ Mr. Reed introduced F. M. Baker 
of the industrial and development 
council of Canadian meat packers. 
He has recently been attending field 


He gave a most instru'ctive and en- 
lightening address on the preparation 
of animals for market, and showed the 
great opportunity for Canadian swine 
breeders in (the british market. because 
of tthe quota secured at the economic 
conference held at Ottawa. Canada’s 
quota ig 280,000,000 pounds yearly, 
which is. eight times as mulch as was 
shipped Jast year. | 
“It ig now uip. to the Canadians to 
take ‘advantage... This year about 80,- 
000,000 pounds ‘may ibe reached, but 
Not all this is select bacon,” said Mr. 
Baker. 

He explained that the price of hogs 
dropped so low last year, owing to 
the glutting of the British market by 
European producers. Because of this 
they also are now on a,quota. For a 
number of years, at least, Canadians 
will have their chance to reach their 
quota and a fair price is assured. But 
it must he good bacon. 

By means of carcasses ‘he showed 
what should be the goal of breeders 
and feeders. He warned them against 
bruises, some due to the iron rod in 
unloading, -others to lack of straw 
in truck or wagon when taking to a 
shipping ipoint. It was important that 
the hog should be about 190 to 230 
pounds and that the two hams should 
balance the wide in weight. Britain 
will take Canadian thacon when it 
meets her requirements, he said.

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TIME TO ABOLISH 
INFORMER LAW

After every Irish Sweepstake Can- 
adian prize winners are compelled, in 


pn aN eA LR YT TS 


order to safeguard their winnings to 
go through the formality of seouring 
friendly “informers” 
provisions of the Criminal Code of 
Canada dealing jwith lotteries, If they 
don’t adopt this procedure, they are 
Hable to lose their prize money to the 
first pereon who claims it by legal 
process, 

There are g few observations whiich 
come to mind after every eweepstake 
of thig kind. One is that a hww is pe- 
cullar which holds that money ‘won 
by a man or woman who takes a 
chance by putting up a certain sum 
for a ticket or group of tickets cannot 
be legally accepted by them, fhut it is 
perfectly lawful currency for eome out- 
sider who has run no risk financially 
or otherwise. The law as it stands 
puts a premium on “informing,” a 
mode of conduct which ds abhorrent to 
all sportsmen. It gavorw of hypocrisy 
in that #t prohibits the acceptance of 
the prize winnings by the real win- 
ners and turns it over to men ‘who are 
not in the jeast entitled to it. it 
money so ‘won ty tainted in the eyes 
of the law, tt should be kept out of 
the possession of informers too. The 
law is inconsistent in that dt permits 
all kinds of lotteries to be conducted 
for charity, it allows many games of 
chance at fall fairs, it tolerates gamb- 
ling at race tracks. 

The law as & stands should be am- 
ended, It the federa] law-makers a- 
gree that rewards from Irish Sweep_ 
stakes are illegal, they should clean 
house in other gambling directions too. 
They should certainly put an end to 
the encouragement of informers.

First Air Mail In History © 


French Balloonist Delivered Air Mail 
In 1798 

In a crudely constructed balloon of 
silk, with ‘a flimsy wicker basket hung 
beneath on twisted hemp, the famous 
French balloonist, Jean Pierre Blanch- 
ard, delivered the first air mail in 
the history of the world in the year 
1798. 

In an eight-mile flight starting in 
a Philadelphia prison yard, the be- 
spangled daredevil of the day soared 
over the Delaware River and landed 
in swamp land not 50 feet from where 
the family of Wood moored their ves- 
séls in 1622 and began building their 
log cabin homes. ; 

Blanchard, when pulled from the 
marshes by an excited group of 
townspeople, handed to George Wood, 
leading descendant of the founder; a 
letter from President George Wash- 
ington, addressed to “Whom it may 
concern,” and introduced Blanchard 
with the request: that he be given 
quarters and safe transportation back 
to Philadelphia. “

Ontario. 

The war of 1812-14 prevented the 
desired progress being made by the 
provincial Capital. At one time during 
the war an American fleet of 10 arm- 
ed vessels carrying 50 guns landed 
and occupied York for 11 days. By 
1815 the population of York was 2- 
500; in 1834, when the name was 
changed to Toronto, the population 
was 8,000. It is now more than 631,- 
000. 

When in 1841 Upper and Lower 
Canada were united, Toronto lost its 
status as the provincial Capital, this 
honor going to Kingston, situated on 
Lake Ontario 165 miles east of Toron- 
to. In 1867, the year of the Confeder- 
ation of Canada, when the Province 
of Ontario was established, Toronto 
again became the Provincial Capital. 

From the primitive settlement of 
100 years ago Toronto has grown.to 
be the second largest city in Canada 
and one of the most attractive in 
North America. 

The centenary celebrations next 
year will extend intermittently over 
several months but there will be five 
major periods. The first will be from 
May 24 to 26. On May 24,old Fort 
York, constructed in 1793 and now 
being restored to all its ancient war- 
like glory, will be re-opened. 

From July 2 to 4 will be a particu- 
larly interesting period for Americans. 
On July 4 there will be a most un- 
usual ceremony when the National 
Society of United States Daughters of 
1812 will unveil a tablet to the mem- 
ory of General Zebulon Pike (of 
Pike’s Peak fame) commander of the 
‘United States land forces, on the spot 
where he was killed when Fort York 


| was captured on April 27, 1813. 


The August 4 to 6 period will be 
spectacular, On August 4, the twen- 
tieth anniversary of the’declaration of 
war by the*British Empire against 
Germany, there is planned an im- 
mense gathering of ex-Service men. It 
will be nation-wide. 

Next comes the Canadian Nation- 
al Exhibition, August 24 to Septem- 
ber 8, the world’s largest annual ex- 
hibition. Following this is the Royal 
Agricultural Winter Fair, November 
21 to 29. p 

In addition to these major periods, 
there will be special celebrations suc- 
ceeding each other in colourful var- 
fety, some of outstanding character.

A Spring Balance Of Quartz Glass 


Can Be Melted Only In The Hottest 
Of Flames 

Quartz is one of the most difficult 
to melt of all materials. It softens and 
forms a glass only in the hottest of 
flames. Yet it is used to make the spi- 
ral springs used as delicate balances 
in certain laboratory research. Such 
quartz spiral balances are being used 
at the Forest Products Laboratories 
|of Canada, Department of the Inter- 
ior, by workers in the Pulp and Pa- 
per Division, Montreal, for the inves- 
tigation of the relationship between 
water and paper-making pulps. The 
quartz is melted in a flame of oxygen 
and acetylene and drawn into long 
threads about the thickness of a hair. 
By the aid of a somewhat less in- 
tense flame, these threads are coiled 
into delicate springs about half an 
inch in diameter. Enclosed in glass 
apparatus from which air is removed,

Shall These Be Peace ? 


The sudden and. startling announcement by Germany on October 14 of 
her withdrawal from the. disarmament conference and of her intent‘on to 
résign her membership in the League of Nations, coupled with the immediate 
dissolution of the Reichstag and the call'‘ng of a general election to record 
the approval of the German people to these far-reaching and momentous 
decisions, threw a new note of alarm and disquietude into a world already 
distressed with a multiciplicity of problems. For months past the leading 
statesmen of the world have been striving to avert another war, and to 
bring the nations into agreement in regard to disarmament in order, not only 
to ease the financial burden which such armaments impose, but to provide 
assurance of future peace. Germany’s precipitate action endangers the suc- 
cess of these efforts which, in many ways, were not too promising in any 
event. 

What can Canada do to help avert such a disaster as another world 
war? As a matter of fact, can the people of this Dominion do anything? 
Nothing spectacular perhaps; nothing possibly of a direct nature. Neverthe- 
Jess, neither Canada nor other nations smaller and less important in the 
world arena than Canada, are altogether powerless. Each and all have their 
influence to throw in the scale for or against war. Our own attitude towards 
other nations is dne way in which we will convey to them our stand for war 
or peace. If we favor extreme nationalistic policies, then in the eyes of other 
nations we will be regarded in an unfriendly light, and our influence will 
thus be thrown in the scale of war. If, on the other hand, we steadily and 
consistently, and in every possible way, display goodwill towards other 
nations, and prove by our acts that we desire the largest and freest inter- 
course And co-operation with them; that we recognize their problems and are 
willing to help in. their solution; that we are not taking a purely selfish posi- 
tion in our international relationships; then, Canada will make friends, will 
extend existing friendships, will increase its influence with other nations, and 
will be in a position to do much to maintain peace and banish war. 


Following the announcement of Germany’s intentions, Hon. Arthur Hen- 
derson, British chairman of the world disarmament conference in what a 
Press correspondent at Geneva described as swift and emphatic phrase, 
demanded a new effort for disarmament. Mr. Henderson’s words are address- 
ed to all peoples and nations, Canada included. Giving heed to them is one 
way in which Canada may at this time help prevent a recurrence of war. If 
is important that those words should reach as many people as possible, thus 
we aid in the good work by passing them on to the readers of this column. 


“My message to you,” Mr. Henderson told a great peace delegation, “is 
that d'sarmament must go on and the League covenant must not be treated 
as a scrap of paper. It cost ten million dead and twenty. million wounded to 
bring the League into being. We will not break faith with the dead who fell 
that there should be no more war. We will not-suffer the hope that peace will 
be killed. We will not let the world plunge into barbarism through another 
world war. 


“To you who represent public opinion, I would say, nail your flag to the 
mast. of the League. Make the will to peace stronger and more steadfast 
than the will to war. Every task or.organizing peace must spur us to further 

. efforts. Every delay or defeat must call forth fresh reserve, stubborn and 
“relentless energy. : - 

“We are faced with a situation that makes it necessary to go down to 
fundamentals. We must think things out afresh. We must search our own 
hearts and consciences. We must take our stand and tell the world where we 
stand. The withdrawal of Germany makes it necessary to ask ourselves what 
it is we are trying to do in Geneva. 

“What is the enterprise to which the civilized world has been committed | 
since humanity emerged from the greatest and most terrible war in history? 
The answer is we are endeavoring to organize peace.” 


The enterprise was not confined to members of the League, he went on, 
but the League. was the core and the basis of a collective peace system. “So 
long as each nation is the judge of its own rights to free arms and uses its 
arms as it sees fit, war is inevitable. However just its cause or good its inten- 
tions, no government can be trusted to remain loyal to the cause of peace if 
It flouts the collective peace system to wh'ch the world is now pledged. A | 
country which rejects that system, whatever its intentions is inevitably en- 
couraging its citizens to regard war as legitimate and inevitable.” 


Mr. Henderson’s message calls for a re-affirmation by Canada of its un- 
swerving loyalty to the League of Nations, of its determination to prevent 
war to the last ounce of its strength, and to promote peace in all its many 
manifestations. . 

His concise statement of the enterprise in which the civilized world has 
been engaged since the end of the Great War, namely, to organize peace, 
should impress itself on the minds of every Canadian. The need of an assured 


. 


peace is what the world needs more than anything else. It is more important | 


than banking reform, more important than the abolition of tariffs, more im- 
portant than startling changes in our political, economic and social order,— 
and it is more important because it is the absence of an assurance of peace, 
and the fear of war at any moment, that is the cause of the existing world 
depression. It is that fear of war which is the stumbling block to overcom- 
ing the depression. And until that fear is removed the depression will con- 
tinue regardless of what may be in vogue.

ies are unfamiliar with the terms of 
their contract, and many believe that 
when one or two premiums are in ar- 
rears the policy becomes worthless. 
For this reason they may readily ec- 
cept a cash offer which is in reslity 
substantially less than the actual 
value of the policy. 

Every life insurance policy in an 
old line company, after it has been in 
force for three years, has a definite 
cash surrender value which the hold- 
ef can collect in full from ‘the com- 
pany. It is not necessary to allow an 
intermediary to take a rake-off in se- 
curing this value. And when pre- 
miums on such policies are in arrears, 
an automatic premium loan comes 
into force under which the company 
pays the premiums and charges them 
against the cash surrender value, This 
remains in operation as long as there 
is anything left to the credit of the 
policy. If the insured prefers he can 
secure extended insurance which re- 
mains in full force for six or seven 
years, or he can receive a paid-up 
policy, the amount of which is based 
upon the premiums he has paid. 

For the policyholder ‘who is in diffi- 
culties, the best. course is to get in 
touch with the company in which he 
is insured. He will there be supplied 
with information as to the various ar- 
rangements which may be made, eith- 
er to preserve the protection he de- 
sires for his family or to obtain the 
maximum return he can expect from 
surrender of the policy, To dispose 
of his policy without securing this in- 
formation is to expose himself to pos- 
sible loss.—Toronto Telegram. 


Still Firing Shells 


Expert Working To Clear Battlefields 
Of France 

There exists today a man who, 15 
years after the end of the war, is 
still firing shells on the battlefields of 
France. He is M. Petrichenko, the ex- 
pert engaged by the firm of contrac- 
tors who have undertaken to clear 
the departments of the Nord and the 
Pas-de-Calais of shells. 

He goes along with his trained 
workers, who by plunging a steel rod 
eight feet long into the ground, -find 
shell dumps, determine the nature 
and calibre of the shells, and whether 
they are French, British, or German. 

If they are only phosphorous hand 
grenades M. Petrichenko finds that 
the best thing to do is to lay them 
bare and allow the air to ignite the 
phosphorous. There are short flames, 
the dump burns harmlessly, and 
everything is soon over.

 Bapeiteré Must Be Registered 


To Improve Grading Of Bacon Ship- 
ped To British Market 

All exporters of: bacon from Can- 
ada in the form of Wiltshire sides, 
must be registered in the near future, 
this was announced from the Depart- 
ment of Agriculture. This is to im- 
prove the grading of bacon. going. to 
the British market. 

An order-in-council has been pass- 
ed giving the department authority 
to enforce such a regulation under the 
Live Stock Products Act. Under it the 
packers shipping to the market of the 
United Kingdom will grade under the 
supervision of the experts of the live 
stock branch. It is hoped in this way 
a better selection.can be made of the 
type of product suitable to the de- 
mand. 

Up to the end of August Canada 
had shipped 43,726,500 lbs. of bacon 
and hams to the U.K. this year, ap- 
proximately double the corresepond- 
ing period last year. However, Cana- 
dian exporters have had to take a 
considerably lower price than obtain- 
ed by products from other countries. 
Last week Danish bacon brought 
from 79 to 81 shillings for long hun- 
dred-welght while Canadian bacon 
brought 74 to 72.

Tuberculosis runs in cycles of 200 
years, during which time its virulency 
varies from weak to strong, Dr. Ken- 
dall Emerson; managing director of 
the National Tuberculosis Associa- 
tion, said at Kansas City. This grad- 
ual growth in the intensity of the dis- 
ease through a long period of time is 
similar to the ebb and flow of epi- 
demics of influenza which occur every 
18 or 20 years, he told the southwest 
clinic. Since 1850, he said, the tuber- 
culosig cycle has been on the down 
trade. But the coming 100 years will 
show a gradual upturn in intensity.

An Interesting Discovery 
Glasgow Youth Finds Carving Be- 
longing To Stone Age 

Carved at least 20,000 years ago @ 
stone duck has been found on the 
shores of Loch Awe, Scotland, by a 
Glasgow youth.

In all 
its measurable dimensions—seven— 
the stone fitted unerringly the pre- 
historic measure, proving it to be a 
veritable “artifact” of early times.

Removal of four coats of paint 
from a portrait of King Henry VIII.

Egg Grading Change 


New Plan Simplifies Grading Of Eggs 
and Changes Old System 

In future graded eggs will consist 
of “A 1,” “A,” “B,” and “C,” accord- 
ing to an announcement by the de- 
partment of Agriculture. This simpli- 
fies the grading of eggs and displaces 
the old system of “Specials,” “Ex- 
tras,” “Firsts,” and “Seconds.” 

The words “new laid” will be used 
only in conjunction with grade “A 1,” 
and the word “fresh” may be applied 
only to grades “A 1” and “A.” 

All eggs possessing the quality of 
grade “A” may be sold in that grade 
irrespective of size. However, eggs of 
different sizes must be packed sep- 
arately with the size indicated on the 
container, 

Storage eggs will not be permitted 
to be sold in a higher grade than 
grade “B.”
